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The « priii« installm ent of tax es paid 
into the connty treasury this y ear wan 
the 
heav iest 
ev er known in Rnsh 
connty . 
The^ total amount collected 
on Monday , thejlast dav for the pay ­ 
ment of tax es was in ex cess of $10,000 
and 
came 
in principally in small 
amounts ranging from $1 
to $21000. 
Most of the heav y tax pay ers settled 
their accounts with the county before 
the last day and only the sm aller ac­ 
counts were left. 
The fall tax es are now due, but the 
spring installm ent that has not been 
paid is delinquent and a ten per cent, 
penalty is added. 
County Treasurer Blacklidge stated 
last ev ening that the number of del in 
quents is not as large this y ear as usu­ 
al. 
There are alw ay s a few who do 
not realize that tax pay ing tim e is up­ 
on them until it is ov er, and others 
who liv e in other cities neglect to 
rem it their money . 
On Monday , ov er $10,500 was collec­ 
ted in tax es. 
On May 4th. $8 700 was 
collected ; On May 5th, the tax pay ers 
turned in $7000; on May 1st, $8 000; 
April 25th. $6000; April 28 th, $6500, 
and on April 26th, $5000 was paid in. 
People often wonder who pay s the 
most tax es in Rush county , and what 
the amount is. 
There are many large 
tax pay ers in the county , but the I. 
& O. traction company as a corpora­ 
tion has them all beat a block. 
Its tax 
for the spring installm ent amounted 
to $3078 8 8 . 
When one takes into con­ 
sideration the v ast amount of tax es a 
railroad company must pay , the amount 
seems almost inconceiv able. 
Of the $3078 38 paid in by the trac­ 
tion company , the city of Rushv ille 
gets $018 35. 
The company paid about 
$1500 in tax es in Shelby county , this 
spring. 
The Big Four company paid $2601.8 1 
in tax es in Rush county , this spring 
and there is about $500 in road tax to 
come on top of that. 
The L. E. & W. 
company paid $140 to the county this 
spring. 


Senator Nelson, author of the bill 
before Congress to create in the War 
Department a special roll to be known 
as the “ Volunteer Retired L ist,” and 
to authorize the placing thereon w ith 
pay certain snrrv iv ing officers of the 
v olunteer armv of the civ il war, has 
submitted to the Senate the names of 
men who would be beneficiaries under 
such an act.

May lo.—Indiana Ma­ 
sons late y esterday afternoon suffered 
a $56.000 loss by the partial destruc­ 
tion by fire of the temple of the In­ 
diana grand lodge. F. and A. M., corner 
of Washington street and Capitol av e­ 
nue. 
The fire, which started on the 
fourth floor or garret of the Masonic 
building, 
supposedly 
from 
crossed 
electric wires. 
When the fire depart­ 
ment arriv ed it had gained great head­ 
way 
Burning brands from the garret 
fell to the lower stairway s in such 
quantity that soon after the firemen 
arriv ed the ex its were blocked by de­ 
bris. and persons In the, offices on the 
second floor were compelled to climb 
to the ground by means of the fire 
escape. 
Daring work of the flre-fighters with 
the 
falling 
debris, 
narrow 
escapes 
from serious injury and efforts of those 
on the second floor to escape, made the 
conflagration one of the most spec­ 
tacular Indianapolis has had in sev ­ 
eral 
y ears. 
Thousands of 
persons 
rushed to the scene, but the prompt 
work of the police In stretching ropes 
outside the places of danger held the 
crow’d from the burning building and 
gav e the firemen free play . 
That there was no loss of life is re­ 
garded as remarkable, as the firemen 
took the greatest risks, and time and 
again were apparently env eloped in 
flames as they stood on the high lad 
ders or high on fire escapes and fought 
the blaze from without. The heet was 
so intense and the smoke so dense 
that it was impossible to carry lines 
of hose inside the building until the 
flames had been partially subdued, but 
not a minute was lost in entering 
when such was possible. 
When the fire was discov ered it was 
breaking through the roof ov er the 
front sky light, end must hav e started 
sev eral minutes M ore. 
No one was 
abov e the second floor of the building 
at the outbreak, and before the occu­ 
pants knew’ that Lb* temple w as ablaze 
the fire alarm had been sounded. The 
j ex act property loss cannot be deter­ 
mined for sev eral day s, as it depends 
v ery largely on the ex tent of damage 
to the paraphernalia and furnishings 
of the Masonic lodgerooms. 
The loss 
was v ariously estimated, the figure of 
$50.000 being that most generally ac­ 
cepted. 
The building, which is owned by the 
Indiana grand lodge. F 
& A M , was 
not greatly damaged by fire below the 
third floor, but on the fourth floor the 
damage by water was heav y . 
The 
grand lodge ha!? , in a two-story brick 
structure just south of the temple, 
was not touched by the Are. and was 
only slightly damaged by water

The question of abolishing the hitch 
racks 'rom the public square is being 
agitated in Shelby v ille in order that 
the square may be improv ed and a 
“ beauty spot” be placed in the center. 
A gentleman of that city interested, 
addressed a questionaire to the clerks 
of forty -four cities in Indiana, as fo l­ 
lows : 
(1) Do y on allow y our hitch racks to 
be maintained npon v our prominent 
business streets? 
(2) Do y ou m aintain 
hitehy ards? 
(3) Where do y ou allow 
the hitching to be done? (4) If around 
y our court house, is it on the sides 
that the most business is carried on? 
The answers to these questions de­ 
v eloped the fact that of the tw enty -six 
towns with a population of sev en to 
twenty thousand, twenty -four m ain­ 
tain no hitching on the business streets 
or square. 
Some hav e prov ided h itch ­ 
ing on the side street« . 
Many hav e 
hitch-rings in the curbs. 
Two of the 
tw enty -six hitch around 
the 
court 
house and business is carried on around 
this. 
Of the towns ranging in population 
from fiv e to sev en thousand, eight 
maintain no hitching on the business 
streets end the arrangement for hitch 
ing is about fthe same as the larger 
towns. 
Of the six that allow hitch 
ing, four hav e hitching around the 
court house and business is around 
this. 
Two of the six hav e their court 
house facing the business district and 
has the hitching on three sides but not 
oil the main treet. 
The city oleTk of R ushv ille answered 
as 
follow s: 
“ The 
merchants 
pay 
twenty -fiv e cents per week for the 
m aintainance of hitch racks. 
A v a­ 
cant lot is used for this purpose and a 
competent man is in charge at all 
tim e.” 
The farmers are a class of people 
npon whom a city depends, y ea the 
country , and the hitchrack agitation 
in Shelby v ille has reached immense 
proportions. 
The question w ill proba­ 
bly come up for final settlem ent nex t 
Saturday ev ening.

Washington, May 10.—The senate 
spent the greater part of yesterday 
again in the consideration of the qu es­ 
tion of divorcing the produ ction of 
coal and other commodities from their 
transportation, and closed that branch 
of its work by adopting a modified 
provision formally offered by Senator 
Elkins, bu t originally su ggested by 
Senator McLau rin. 
There was again 
mu ch 
sparring 
over 
parliamentary 
points, bu t there was at no time as 
mu ch contu sion as on Tu esday, and 
when the coal qu estion was finally 
closed the progress was so rapid that 
the first section was entirely disposed 
of before the senate adjou rned. Other 
amendments were also adopted, bu t a 
long and short hau l provision su ggest­ 
ed by Mr. Lafollette was voted down 
by practically a party vote, all bu t two 
Repu blicans voting against the amend­ 
ment. 
When the senate adjou rned there 
was a general feeling that the rapid 
work of the latter part of the session 
presages the early final disposition of 
the bill. 
None of the Allison compro­ 
mise amendments was considered. 
After disposing of the qu estion of 
the transportation of coal, the senate 
proceeded to the consideration of oth­ 
er amendments to the railroad rate 
bill, voting some down and accepting 
others, bu t acting on all practically 
withou t debate. 
Following are the 
amendments that were accepted: 
By Mr. Klkli s—Requ iring carriers 
to pu t in switches for shippers on rea 
sonable term s; by Mr. Bailey—Inclu d­ 
ing sleeping-car companies and ex ­ 
press companies in the bill: by Mr. 
W arner—Providing that “it shou ld he 
the du ty of carriers engaged in inter­ 
state commerce to give equ aily good 
service and like accommodations to 
all persons paying the same compen­ 
sation for interstate transportation of 
passengers.” 
One of the amendments voted down 
was that offered by Mr. Elkins requ ir­ 
ing one road to make connection with 
others and to pro rate with them, and 
another provision thu s disposed of was 
the McCu mber amendment requ iring 
railroad companies to su pply all the 
special cars requ ired for the proper 
condu ct of its bu siness. 


The Day In the Hous e . 
Nearly the entire time of the hou se 
was taken u p by two propositions— 
first, whether the navy department 
shou ld go into the open market and 
pu rchase anchors, chains and cordage

Count W itte ’s

Czar 


Form ally Severed. 
St. Petersb urg, May 10.—The dread 
that some unfortunate event m ight oc­ 
cur to m ar the solem nity of the great 
day of R ussia's new b irth was largely 
dissipated last night when m em b ers of 
the radical revolutionary parties of S t 
P etersb urg issued an announcem ent 
disclaim ing any intention of attem pt­ 
ing dem onstrations today on the as­ 
sem b ling of the national parliam ent, 
and calling upon their fellows to re­ 
frain from display ing red flags or sing­ 
ing the “M arseillaise,” and to avoid all 
conduct that 
would 
tend 
to b ring 
ab out a conflict with the police. 
The 
most sensational new s of the day is 
contained in the announcem ent of the 
nam es of the appointive m em b ers of 
the council of the em pire, in which 
list Count W itte is conspicuously ab ­ 
sent. 
No ex planation is ob tainab le, 
b ut the om ission of the form er pre­ 
m ier’s nam e would seem to indicate 
either an open slight on the part of 
the em peror or a determ ination on 
Count W itte’s part to w ithdraw alto­ 
gether from pub lic affairs. 
In either 
case there is a com plete b reak In the 
relations b etween the m onarch and the 
servitor whose m onum ent is the na­ 
tional parliam ent, the laws for the cre­ 
ation of which w ere elab orated under 
his supervision. 
It is understood that 
Count W itte will leave im m ediately 
for a foreign country .
